3B9, RODRIGUES ISLANDS. 3B9FR told Tim, KQ8M, that he will be moving 
soon to a new QTH on the island and will be higher in altitude. Also, 
he plans on putting up antennas for 40 and 80 meters and become even 
more active than he is now. He will also try to be more active on 10 
meters. 


5X, UGANDA. There were three stations active from Uganda this week. Not 
much information is known about these stations or their legitimacy. One 
of the stations with the callsign 5X5WR was on 21313 kHz and on 28313 

kHz on January 8th. Another station signing 5X5SW was also up the same 
day on 14226 kHz during the Butterfly Net. 5X5RT also was mentioned being 
heard on 14266 kHz at 1800z. Check medical assistance frequencies. 


Bob, WA8MOA, operator of HZ1AB will be leaving for 9K-land 
very soon. In addition to being a fine operator, Bob fully understands 
propagation. He was the operator who put HZ1AB on 160 meters. Also, he 
is a 6 meters PRO and hopes to put a beacon on that band as well as 
apply for operating permission for 6 meters. His expertise will make a 
fine addition to the Kuwait amateur radio community. 


A5, BHUTAN. There is a rumor going around that Jim Smith, VK9ONS, is 
planning an April trip to A5-land. (ed. Hope it is true.) 


KHO, MARIANA ISLANDS. There was activity by two stations on 10 meters 
this week. KB6QE/KHO on 28535 kHz around 0120z and WOWWB/KHO on 28595 
kHz around 2345z. 


S2, BANGLADESH. On January 9th, INDEXA President reported the equipment 
shipped to S2 is still held up in customs. Release will require 80% of

Lanny, W5BOS, informs OPDX that he and well- 
known DX editor of QRZ DX, Bob, W5KNE, have received callsigns for their 
Christmas Island DXpedition. Lanny will be signing VK9XM and Bob VK9NX. 
They will be leaving February 6th and expect to be on Christmas the 11th. 
Activity thru the 24th will be on 160-10 meters including the WARC bands 


and on both CW and SSB. Lanny is anxious to give everyone a new contact 
on the WARC bands. QSL VK9XM via W5BOS and VK9XN via W5KNE. 


VKO, MACQUARIE ISLAND. Hazardous ice conditions have hampered the arrival 
of VKOWD. Jim, VKONS, states the new expected arrival date is January 20. 


VP8, SOUTH SANDWICH ISLANDS. (Update) It has been reported that well-known 
DXer Martti Lane, OH2BH, will join the team to VP8/SS-land. The DXpedition 
will start March 20-21 for 14-15 days. 


XV, VIETNAM. XV7TH was spotted on 21195 kHz at 1523z this past week. He 
is expected to be up for one year. QSL to SK7AY.

YA, AFGHANISTAN. OK1IAI/YA was heard working SSB on 28550 kHz on January
